artlcle« of play found In the new code 
will make the game more intereiitinc to 
spectators. _ Jlany of the new rules do not 
uliuiiKtt the' former privileges und penal- 
ties of the Kami-, but merely clarify, de- 
flare and extend them, and the adjudica- 
tions uf the interpretation committee are 
as follows: 


The Changes In Rulei. 


The penalty lor a substitute not report- 


ing to the referee shall be the loss of live 
Instead of li.'Uen yards. 


Tho jicnulty for the Illegal return of a 


substitute shall be disqualification with 
tint loss of half the distance to the Koal 
line. 


An additional peniilty Imposed upon a 


team comiim late uyon the field at the be- 
ginning nf the second hiilf shall be the 
loss of the rlsht to choose the goal. 


The penalty (or an Illegal advance of 


the hall by thc sreipper back Is nve yards. 


The Plumper back Is forbidden to make 


ft feint (if putting the ball In play In order 
to draw opponents offside. 


The rule against blocking opponents 


who have crossed the line of scrimmage 
shall not nnnly until a 
forward pass 


actually shall have been thrown. 


The snapper back may receive a for- 


ward pass provided at the time he was 
tho playor on the end of the line. 


If an Ineligible player of the side mak- 


ing a forward pass fouls the ball within 
opponents)' ten-yard line the latter may 
have the option of the penalty or a touch- 
back. 


The penalty for batting a hall toward 


opponents' goal may be declined by the 
offended side. 


No player, coach or trainer may come 


upon the field without the consent of the 
referee or umpire. 


The penalty for disqualification may be ]

No penalty which halves the distance to 


However 
small may be the remaining distance, the 
ball shall always be deemed to be upon 
the field to play. 


Upon a report of Infractions by the 


linesman the officials must apply the 
proper penalty. 


If an illegal substitution of a player is 


not discovered until one or more plays 
have Intervened, or a 
score has 
been 


achieved, these plays and the score shall 
be nullified nnd the.ball returned to the 
spot of the down'where In-the best judg- 
ment of the referee the illegal substitu- 
tion occurred. 
' If a brickfield man goes upon the line of 
scrimmage but takes a position outside 
of the seven resrular line men he need 
not conform to the rule regarding the po- 
sition of tho hands-find feet of line men: 
if he takes a position as one of the seven 
regular line men, the player on the end 
thus displaced need not conform to the 
rule. The Intention Is that onlv the seven 
men occupying the seven contiguous, line 
positions shall be required to observe the 
rule. 


Players who have been shifted from line 


to backfield and subsequently withdrawn 
from the same may. when again returned 
to the game, assume any position, the 
same as a new player. 


It is the Intention of the rules that the 


same five men who play the five central 
positions or defence shall plav the same 
positions on offence. 


At klckout the klcknr may kick the ball 


out from the 20-yard line at any point 
thereon that he chooses.
